The writing of the ancient Egyptians was of three kinds and three periods 
—namely, the hieroglyphic, hieratic, and demotic. The hieroglyphic, which 
is of unknown antiquity, continued at all times in use for monumental inscrip- 
tions; the hieratic was a cursive form of the hieroglyphic, and dated from the 
sixth dynasty ; the demotic, introduced about the period of the 26th dynasty 
(circa B.c. 700), was an abbreviated form of the hieratic. This last, which 
may be described as a kind of shorthand, is exceedingly difficult to decipher. 
Not only does a single sign frequently correspond to several meanings, but the 
characters are cramped, and the penmanship is, for the most part, careless and 
confused. Before the issue of Brugsch’s colossal “ Hieroglyphisch-Demo- 
tisches Wérterbuch ” (1867-1880) demotic literature was a blank; and only six 
years ago Pierret, in his “ Dictionnaire d’Archéologie Egyptienne,” lamented 
the little progress then made in this branch of Egyptology. Even now, 
although the numbers of European savants who devote their lives to the 
translation of hieroglyphic and hieratic literature is very considerable, the roll- 
call of demotie scholars contains little more than half-a-dozen names. Among 
these the most eminent are those of Brugsch and Revillout ; the former having 
in his “ Demotic Grammar and Dictionary ” opened the way to future students; 
the latter, in his “‘ Chrestomathie Démotique’”’ and other translations, having 
done as much work within the last four years as most other men of learning 
would accomplish in a lifetime.—Times, Dec. 24th, 1881.

- “ A very pleasant book for the general reader, as well as for antiquaries, is Mr. Owen’s 
‘Old Stone: Crosses of the Vale of Clwyd.’ Not only does this handsome quarto contain 
scores of pictures of ruinous or well-preserved ancient crosses, but it is full of anecdote, and 
legend, and Welsh folk-lore. ‘The crosses themselves are extremely curious, and so archaic that 
the rude spirals which fill the field, where no ruder animals or men are engraved, remind one of 
almost exactly similar work on the ancient Mycenzan tombstone above the grave of Agamemnon. 
Mr. Owen, himself a clergyman in Wales, has a well-stored budget of Welsh traditions and 
popular customs. Clergymen are still asked to lift the spells laid by witches on their victims, 
and one parson had the credit of so influencing a man who had deserted his wife that he 
rushed home wildly, through bush and briar, and arrived all tattered and torn. The Welsh 
have some excellent Spartan ideas. A little boy came home defeated in a fight at school. 
‘What!’ said the mother. ‘Go and lick that lad that licked thee, or thou shalt never haye a 
bit to eat, nor a drop to drink in this house.’ And the boy ‘did more—he did it,’ to quote the 
idiom of an old author. What, again, could be more Spartan than this reply of a Welsh 
matron ? Her husband was fond of fighting, and she said, ‘I would rather carry my bones 
home in my apron than that he should be beaten.’ This was a true descendant of the Welsh 
women, who, in the English wars which Mr. Davitt is kind enough to recall, followed the men 
to the field to torture and abominably mutilate the English wounded. As late as 1400 they are 
said to have thus set the example which the women of the Hadendowas followed when Baker’s 
ragged regiments were massacred. They were anxious to treat our men in the same fashion, 
but had not the opportunity, though some of them were struck by our bullets in the Arab 
charges near Sonakim.’’——Daily News, February 18, 1886.
